One is the build­ 
ing up (creation* of other elements 
out of hydrogen. The other is mu­

The second process would 
liberate more than 
one 
hundred 
times as much heat as the first. 
“But 
present 
theories indicate 
that this 100-fold liberation of heat 
would not happen except 
at tem­ 
peratures of many billions of de­ 
grees. 
Doctor Russell then showed why 
some astronomers think there are no 
such vast heats in 
stars. 
This 
forces them to face the first source 
of heat, that stars are creating their 
own matter ail the time. 
If they 
arc, they would have temperatures 
much closer to those actually ob­ 
served.
